Shanghai’s White Russians go home but find 


little promise in the Soviet promised land 
by WILLIAM P. GRAY 


In the two years since V-J Day millions of northern Asia’s peo- 
ples have fled southward as refugees from civil war and spreading 
Soviet domination. The rule of flight, however, has had one notable 
exception: the countermarch of some 6,000 former White Rus- 
sians from a long exile in China, back to the motherland which 
most had fled to escape the terror of Bolshevism. This was the rare 
case of thousands of relatively free people electing a fate about 
which only one thing was certain: it was irrevocable. Whether or 
not this remarkable migration was wise or tragically foolish is caus. 
tically debated these days in Shanghai, where most of the re-emigra- 
tion originated. There is evidence, in cautious letters from many 
of the 6,000 who willingly pulled Comrade Stalin’s famous iron 
curtain shut behind them, that the experience has brought, at the 
ve wh least, quick disillusionment. 

he story began with the Bolshevik revolution, when the czar’s 
beaten officers and other supporters retreated eastward across Si- 
beria, sometimes alone, often moving their buxom wives and siz- 
able families toward refuge in Vladivostok or Harbin, an old Rus- 
sian city in Manchuria. By 1918 hundreds were passing the Great 
Wall southward, entering China. In the winter of 1922 a scrubby 
flotilla of assorted White Russian naval vessels from Vladivostok 
moved into China’s Whangpoo River and deposited one great load 
of about 5,000 miserable refugees on Shanghai’s docks. More came 
overland, by railroad from the north, to settle in Tientsin or Shang- 
hai, China’s great coastal cities. By the mid-’20s about 35,000 had 
arrived; Russians were the biggest single element in Shanghai’s 
large foreign colony. 

Fortune did not favor many of the emigrants, however. Mainly 
they were broke and stateless, without friends, without an ambas- 
sador to speak for them or Marines or gunboats in port to protect 
them. Cossack colonels became warehouse watchmen, once-wealthy 
businessmen from Kiev or Odessa could find jobs only as waiters. 
They had escaped the Bolsheviks, but their lot was still bitter. 
Neither the other foreigners nor Shanghai’s Chinese employers did 
them many favors. There were three wage scales—the Chinese at 
the bottom, the Europeans (including Americans) at the top, and 
the Russians somewhere low in the middle with the local Portu- 
guese and Eurasians. The leading Russian composer in China, 
Aaron Avshalomoff, whose works have been conducted by Stokow- 
ski, once earned his living as a slaughterhouse coolie.

final wave came from Manchu- 
ria in 1932. The older people 
had language difficulties, but 
many of their children, exposed 
to the multilingual culture of 
Shanghai’s international settle- 
ments, soon could babble in 
three to six languages.

When Moscow announced 
last summer that it was ready 
to begin repatriation of China's 
Russians the reaction of the 
faithful, as reported by the So- 
viet press, approximated re- 
ligious hysteria.

by knockouts—because, as 
Young George himself said, 
“the Soviet sportsman cannot 
comply with the demands of 
the bourgeois public for a 
bloody boxing match in which 
the boxer is crippled and for 
which he receives only a few 
dollars. . . .” The newspaper 
added, “His correct behavior 
in the ring will assure him suc- 
cess in the Soviet Union.” But 
not all agreed. Between last 
Aug. 1 and late September at 
least 50 “converts” changed 
their minds and renounced 
their Soviet citizenship in pub- 
lic notices in Shanghai news- 
papers. 

On Aug. 10 the Soviet lux- 
ury liner /lich prepared to sail 
with a shipload of repatriates. 
This first big exodus, marked 
by music and all the hustle and 
trappings of a gala farewell, was 
marred only by an angry White 
Russian’s effort to stab a Soviet 
priest pronouncing a benedic- 
tion on a Shanghai wharf. An 
anti-Soviet newspaper, the Rus- 
sian Word, appealed to White 
Russians “to refrain from such 
demonstrations. . . . It is advi 
able for those who have a nery- 
ous disposition to stay away 
when such events .. . are tak- 
ing place.” 

‘The first group of repatriates 
reached Soviet shores Aug. 13 
and promptly sent a cable to 
Stalin: “Our life abroad has 
forever ended; we will work no 
more for foreigners or for their 
ideals; we are now among our 
own Soviet people. ... . We 
promise to devote all our 
strength and knowledge to our 
country . . . and even to give 
our lives for the freedom of 
our great motherland.” During 
last autumn, other groups of 
repatriates also left for the 
motherland, landing near Vlad- 
ivostok at a port named Nak- 
hodka, where they were housed 
in barracks. They made the 
long trip westward on the 
Trans-Siberian Railroad in bag- 
gage cars. By mid-autumn news 
of the death of four of the 
travelers had come back to 
Shanghai. The hope that they

their own choosing was not 
often realized. The Soviet gov- 
ernment sent them to cities of 
its choosing, principally in 
western Siberia and the eastern 
rim of European Russia. Sverd- 
lovsk, “Russia’s Pittsburgh,” 
received many of the 6,000. 

Their letters have been com- 
ing back for several months 
now. They are usually master- 
pieces of restraint or uncritical 
enthusiasm. One speaks of “ex- 
periencing such a wonderful 
feeling of peace and rest”; an- 
other reports, “We are wel- 
comed like heroes, as if we had 
done something wonderful.” 
However, a mechanic who had 
left with a complete new chest 
of tools puzzled non-Soviet 
friends in Shanghai by writing 
for more; he had been relieved 
of the new chest and contents. 
“In general,” his letter said, 
“T do not live worse than our 
mutual Chinese acquaintance 
Fa Li.” It happened that Fa Li 
was the watchdog in a ware- 
house where the repatriate had 
worked in Shanghai. 

‘The former secretary of the 
Tientsin Middle School, one 
R. I. Menkoy, wrote in a letter 
reprinted by a Shanghai Soviet 
daily: “I live in Kemerovo and 
shall teach English in the local 
technical schools. .. . Iam pro- 
vided with lodging by the gov- 
ernment. It is a one-room 
spatiment with heating and 
electricity. I am satisfied with 
my life although it is rather 
difficult. It is presumed that 
after the October celebrations 
the conditions will improve 
considerably.” 


A surer indication of the lot 
of the repatriates may be found 
in the Soviet press in a close 
reading of sections of two let- 
ters from Miss Galina Keping 
of Tientsin, who was repatri- 
ated on the steamship Gogol. 
On the Gogol, said Comrade 
Keping, “We all asked them 
(the Soviet crew) whether we 
would be received as full- 
fledged citizens in the U.S.S.R. 
This question surprised them 
for everybody in the Soviet 
Union lives like one united 
family. I have talked to people 
who are office cleaners, and yet 
all are well-educated and very 
intelligent.

Jolted by its own impotence in the fall of Czechoslovakia, the Truman 
administration last week was finally ready to heed the warnings of its mili- 
tary members. The grim fact was that it would take men and guns as well 
as dollars to halt the spread of Soviet Communism, and unless we were pre- 
pared to abandon the free world to Stalin, the moment for the showdown 
had come. This was the portentous news that awaited President Truman 
when he returned from his Caribbean vacation. 

Despite U.S. supplies and military missions 
Greece was still under Red attack. Italy might 
be next on the Communist timetable. Top-level 

s decided that in the future Italy, 
Greece and Turkey would be regarded as an indi- 
visible unit whose security is essential to the secur- 
ity of the U.S. The risk of an unmistakable show 
of force in the Mediterranean now might be worth 
while if it would prevent a world war later. 

If the U.S. decided to make its stand in Greece, 
the Athens government would welcome American 
troops and supporting naval and B-29 units. But 
the Greek campaign was going badly (pp. 32-35) 
and it might take a half-dozen divisions to bring 
aquick end to the Soviet-backed guerrilla warfare.

————GUSTOMS UNION WITH CANADA 


CANADA NEEDS US AND WE NEED CANADA IN A VIOLENTLY CONTRACTING WORLD 


Canadians are the closest friends we have in 
the world, and they are in serious economic 
trouble. From the U.S. they need, and deserve, 
considerably less apathy about their plight. 
More than that, they need complete and per- 
manent economic union with the U.S. The U.S. 
needs this too, and so does the future of a 
healthy world. 

Many Canadians, rightly proud of the dis- 
tinctive nation they have built, will fear the 

litical consequences of an economic merger. 
Man will believe it would be damaging to Brit- 
ai ‘But Canada’s political integrity is not the 
issue here. Canada’s ties with Britain are of the 
heart, transcending the pocketbook. However 
the logic of history is forcing Britain into closer 
ties with the European continent, and so Can- 
ada’s economic future lies with ours. 

We are confronted with a new situation 
which U.S. and Canadian citizens alike are re- 
luctant to face up to. It is that the world order 
policed by Britain, which permitted Canada and 
the U.S. to develop their separate cultures 

wetty much apart from the world’s tensions, 
Tas isappeared. It is a violently contracting 
world now, forcing all of us into new responses. 
A time when military strategists look at the top 
of the world and see that Canada is the only 
country between us and Russia is no time to 
base our judgments on the circumstances of 
1912. So let us look at the Canadian problem, 
not to argue, just to learn, 


The Trouble 


The sixth-grade geography books always told 
us that Canada was the world’s foremost farm- 
er. She had well-developed markets in Britain 
and on the European continent. But most of 
the geography books were printed before World 
War II, so they don’t tell of the tidal wave of 
British orders for war goods or of the engulfing 
flood of U.S. war contracts, and subcontracts. 
‘These made Canada the world’s fourth greatest 
industrial power. 

And this wartime industrialization, with its 
higher wages and profits, brought Canada a 
40% rise in living standards. When the war 
ended the Canadians naturally wanted to keep 
right on, like a 20-year-old air force general. 

Canada thought she saw a way. She had the 
farm and factory production; she also had plen- 
ty of customers. England signed up a four-year 
agreement for most of Canada’s grain at $1.55 
a bushel. This price looked good until U.S. 
farmers began getting twice as much and Perén 
held out for $5. However all Europe clamored 
for Canada’s new industrial production, and 
price seemed no barrier. 

Naturally prices are less bothersome when 
you count your money as though it were cigar- 
store coupons. And that’s what Canada’s for- 
eign exchange might just as well have been 
when Canadians tried to spend it for the U.S. 
fruits and nylons and gadgets that go to make 
up a 40% better living standard. 

But the Canadians even had an answer to 
that. They had a wartime accumulation of the 
US., or “hard,” variety of money. So Canada 
merrily expanded her plants and shipped more 
goods overseas. In this Canada believed she was 
serving the cause of humanity, as she was. She 


~ ey 


exerted a much greater effort, per capita, than 
did the U.S. 

All this necessitated buying a steady flow of 
coal, oil, machines and raw materials, in addi- 
tion to luxuries, from the U.S. Canada, always 
our best customer, became a super de luxe cus- 
tomer. Still her dollars held out. 


Dawn, Cold and Gray 


Then, one morning in the middle of last 
November, Canadians awoke to find that they 
could see the bottom of their dollar barrel, and 
that their government had responded by trim- 
ming the outgo. Canadians who want to buy 
U.S. machinery have to get special government 
permission. If Canadians want to play in Miami 
they have to figure how to do it, round trip, all 
expenses, for $150—a neat trick. 

hat rise in living standards is being cut 
back. The party is over; it hurts. In their less 
logical moments the Canadians gripe at the 
U.S. But we must all realize that radical changes 
have come to the world economy. For example 
Britain, who once so very largely clothed the 
world with textiles, is now hard pressed to de- 
cently cover her own people, let alone export 
enough to pay for her food. The only safe as- 
sumption for Canada is that Britain and north- 
west Europe will be places of austerity, striving 
for greater self-sufficiency even in food, for 
some years to come. Even when they do re- 
cover, it may be to find populations, which means 
consumers, permanently depleted by extensive 
migration. 

£6, Canadians cannot count upon European 
recovery to bring them quick or even steady 
economic improvement. A little help may ac- 
crue to Canada from the Marshall Plan in that 
the 16 recipient countries will have some “free” 
dollars with which to fill needs from Canada. 
But the number and the use of these dollars 
will be closely controlled in Washington. 

The true long-term answer for Canada is to 
export more food and manufactures to the U.S. 
That answer has been evident for many years. 
But Canada and the U.S. always had some quar- 
rel or other, from the time Canada refused to join 
our Revolution on through the fur seal con- 
troversy and the Alaskan border bitterness, 
down to the turn of this century. Then Wash- 
ington and Ottawa decided it was time to patch 
things up. Teddy Roosevelt, followed by Wil- 
liam Howard Taft, worked a reciprocal trade 
agreement with Canada. It was a good agree- 
ment and was actually approved by the U.S. 
Congress in 1911. But certain indiscreet Amer- 
icans began to talk about admitting the Cana- 
dian Provinces as states. This so disturbed the 
Canadians that they elected a new parliament 
which refused to approve the treaty. 

The door was held open until 1922 when, in 
a burst of ignorance about how a creditor na- 
tion should act, the U.S. Congress passed the 
regrettable Fordney-McCumber tariff. The U.S. 
reopened the question in the mid-1930s, but by 
that time the cana had been done. For to get 
inside the Imperial Preference tariff wall, U.S. 
manufacturers had opened branch plants in 
Canada. So then, as now, when Canadians 
wanted to increase their exports to the U.S. 
they had to figure out such things as how Ford 


of Windsor could compete in Omaha with Ford 
of Dearborn. 7 
The wartime Hyde Park agreement between 
Mackenzie King and Roosevelt sent a new flood 
of war goods into Canada, for use against the 
common enemy. Today the enemy is hunger, 
despair, anarchy, Communism. Canada’s sur- 
plus foods and manufactures are unquestion- 
ably needed in this new sort of war. Since Can- 
ada herself has shown that she cannot fiscally 
operate in today’s world, and since Britain is 
fiscally impotent, it is up to the U.S. to act. 
Doing so, we will not only employ Canada’s 
considerable resources but also lighten the im- 
pact on our own food and industrial output. 


The step we should take is a complete U.S.- 
Canadian customs union. This means that a 
manufacturer in Hartford would have no more 
trouble buying or selling in Toronto than in 
Chicago. Nor would a Canadian farm-machinery 
maker think more of selling an implement in 
Towa than in Manitoba, 

Obviously this would mean some initial up- 
set on both sides of the border, and some ab. 
sorbers might have to be provided for that 
shock. But the long-term gain would make these 
upsets seem as trifles, It might open the way, 
for example, for a considerable movement of 
U.S. heavy industry to the new iron discov- 
eries in ‘ada’s Cdte-Nord as the Mesabi 
Range peters out. 

The important thing is to start thinking and 
acting as partners and not as rivals. The rate 
and degree of economic integration that is mu- 
tually desirable cannot be computed exactly in 
advance. Timing is perhaps the most important 
thing. It must Be ‘ick enough and thorough 
enough to rescue Einada, but slow enough to 
minimize damage to Britain. And it must be per- 
manent. Canadians must not be left apprehen- 
sive about a reversal of U.S. policy. 

Britain is already compelled to find more and 
more of her economic salvation within the 
European orbit. In her new position Britain 
will probably be the first to see that in the 20th 
Century Canada’s lot is inevitably cast with 
that of the U.S. and so give a mother’s blessing 
to the union. 

Political integration may be desirable, and 
welcome, someday, but it is not now an issue. 
Economic union makes sense now. It is urgent 
and desirable for both countries.}Who’s against 
it, and why?

|. During the summer of 1944, Union Oil drilled 
3 wells on a new site in Olivera Canyon near Santa 
Maria, California. Two of the wells came in. But 
since the type of crude they struck was worth only 
60¢. barrel at that time, it was impossible to oper- 
ate them without losing money.

the world. What is the nature of this great man? 

I can well recall the first time that I ever heard 
the name of Winston Churchill. It was. shortly 
before the turn of the century. I was a small boy 
at that date and I was spending the night at Gov- 
ernment House, Gibraltar, on my way to Moroc- 
co where my father was British minister. There 
was an elderly colonel present who had just re- 
turned from the Sudan. He complained with 
much bitterness of certain articles which had ap- 
peared in the Morning Post, in which Lord Kitch- 
ener had been criticized for his conduct of the 
Omdurman campaign. “Disgraceful,” he thun- 
dered, “absolutely disgraceful. Half newspaper 
correspondent, half serving officer—such things 
should not be allowed. The man’s no more than 
a cad, I tell you. In Egypt we used to call him 

‘the Blenheim pup.’ He has merited the name.” 

“Trresponsible, perhaps,” the governor an- 
swered mildly. “Yes, I should say rather irre- 
sponsible. He gets it from his father.” 

On reaching Tangier the next afternoon I re- 
peated the conversation to my father and asked 
him what it was all about. “Oh, I see,” he an- 
swered. “It must have been young Churchill, 
Randolph’s son.” 


T did not meet him personally until 1908, when 
I was in my last year at Oxford University. A 
mile or so outside the city stood the home of Lord 
Abingdon, a grim gray building in a lovely park, 
known as Wytham Abbey. Lord Abingdon’s 
younger son, Arthur Bertie, was a classmate of 
mine at Balliol College. On Saturday evenings 
he would take me out to dine at Wytham, an in- 
vitation which I much enjoyed. 

On one such occasion, as we drove out to Wy- 
tham on Saturday evening, Arthur Bertie said 
tome, “Winston Churchill will be there tonight.” 
I was enthralled by the prospect of such an en- 
counter. He was already a public figure; his es- 
cape from Pretoria, the controversial nature of 
his books and articles, had already earned him 
wide, if not always flattering renown. And here 
he was, a member of the cabinet and president 
of the Board of Trade at the age of 34. 

Strange is the functioning of human memory — 
I can recall exactly what Churchill looked like 
on that spring evening in 1908. The picture of 
him in his later years, from 1935 until today, is 
as vivid to me a8 any photograph. But although 
I saw him often during the middle period, I can- 
not recapture or describe the slow processes by 
which the lithe young minister of 1908 merged 
into the lapidary figure of the Churchill legend. 

When Churchill arrived my first impression 
was that of a young man with reddish hair; a 
young man who stooped and slouched as he 
walked in. He advanced toward the fireplace 
with a slightly hesitant smile, not certain as to 
who among the group were known to him and 
who unknown. His social manners, when he 
wishes to exercise them, are punctilious, a shade 
courtly: they are accompanied by a small, a 
vague, but an ambiently benevolent smile. The 
line of his lips, in those days, had not settled into 
the pugnacious grip with which we are today so 
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familiar, It was his upper rather than his lower lip that then pro- 
truded. The impression conveyed was one of sensitiveness backed 
by energy which atany moment might become aggressive. He looked 
very different from what he looks today. 

Two things I noticed, however, which have remained unchanged. 
In the first place, there was his habit, when embarking on a story, 
indulging in an argument, or delivering some rotund phrase, of rais- 
ing his faint eyebrows slightly. And in the second place there was 
his voice. The slight impediment in his speech and his inability to 
pronounce the letter “'s” seem, when I look back, to have been at 
that date more pronounced than they were in later years. But his 
special gift for giving to ordinary conversation the force of oratory; 

peculiar handling of emphasis and pauses; his ability to convey 
the feeling that his most ordinary remark was, not merely properly 
composed, but carefully punctuated; the slightly histrionic alterna- 
tions between scorn and exhortation; in fact the rheto quality 
of his discourse—all these astonished and delighted me at this first 
meeting even as they havefilled me in later years with undiminished 
pleasure and surprise. 

I do not recall what he discussed. I recall only that he talked a 
great deal. But one remark which he made on that evening puzzled 
me at the time and has since struck me as significant. He had been 
complaining of the delays and obstructions of politics, of the diffi 
culty which any minister encounters in seeking to impose upon his 
or his subordinates a complete and logical plan. “But 
someone interposed, “you have no need to be in such a 
hurry. You are the youngest of all ministers; you have years before 
you.” “Oh, but I do need to hurry,” answered Churchill. “I have 
compelling need of time. Since you see—you see—” and here his 
faint eyebrows lifted comically, “you see all we Churchills damp 
off after the age of 40.” 

Now this, as I learned later from one of his intimates, was not a 
chance remark. He really believed in those earlier days that he was 
not destined for many years of useful activity. The specter of his 
father’s sudden and premature decline haunted his youthful ambi- 
tions. It may be that the impatience of his first career—an impa- 
tience which led many to accuse him of irresponsibility—was in- 
duced by this unhappy illusion. Could the Churchill of 1908 have 
been granted a vision of the Churchill of 1940 it might well have 
been that his early political adventures would have been more tem- 
perate, more sedate and less provocative. 

Much has been written about Churchill's heredity, and it may 
be that the fusion within him of American with English blood pro- 
duced a galvanic effect. The descendants of the great Duke of Marl- 
borough had not, until the meteoric advent of Lord Randolph 
Churchill, been distinguished for exceptional vitality. Leonard Je- 
rome, Winston's American grandfather, was, however, a man of 
reckless enterprise and great energy of character. A strain of adven- 
turousness was transmitted to his grandson. 
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“IMITATION THE SINCEREST FLATTERY” was Low’s title for this car- 
toon of Hitler, Goebbels and Géring aping Churchill to arouse the Germans. 


It must have meant something to Churchill to be descended from 
the most intelligent and impetuous of England’s soldiers. No little 
boy, moreover, could have been born at Blenheim Palace without 
the splendor of that lavish edifice leaving, upon his memory at least, 
some traces of grandeur. But although Churchill re izes and re- 
spects patrician qualities, he sets no store by aristocratic preten- 
sions. On one occasion I remember, when someone was lamenting 
the decay of the greater and lesser homes of England, Churchill 
grumbled out, “What? Want to preserve them forever in their 
moldering manor houses?” I should not say that his aristocratic 
nothing to him; it self-assurance and 
that personal pride whic always prevented him from succumb- 
ing to th nd e of the professional politician. But it 
is important to remember that in all essentials Winston Churchill 
is a self-made and self-educated man. 
ducal background at all events was little more than a decora- 
tive episode compared to the tremendous fact that he was the son 
of Randolph Churchill and Jennie Jerome. His pious loyalty to his 
father’s memory provides the clue to many of Churchill’s earlier 
attitudes and actions. From the outset of his political career he 
fought for those very causes in which Lord Randolph had failed. 
From the first moment that he entered the House of Commons he 
affirmed himself as his father’s successor and vindicator. Even in 
minor ways he emphasized this inheritance. He took his seat in the 
Chamber in the same place from which his father had conducted his 
vehement campaigns. He even copied the style of his dress: a long 
frock coat, a wide-winged collar and tie. In his early manner of 
speaking in the House he would imitate Lord Randolph’s stance: 
the body leaning forward, nek outihrast, aru’ akimba; the hinds 
resting upon the hips and parting the falls of the frock coat. In his 
later years this manner of addressing the House of Commons under- 
went a change. The old nonchalant and assertive manner was dis- 
carded: as prime minister he would stand almost erect at the table, 
and his arms, when not raised in some infrequent gesture, would be 
almost limply pendant by his s 
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‘She shone . . . like the evening star” 


iNsTON CHURCHILL was only 20 when his father died. 
His mother had until then been for him a remote and beatific 
vision. “My mother,” he has written, “made a brilliant impression 
upon my childhood’s eye. She shone for me like the Evening Star. I 
loved her dearly—but at a distance.” After the death of Lord Ran- 
dolph, Winston’s mother was able to devote to the interests and 
career of her elder son the wide influence and the immense powers 
of persuasion which she possessed. In his cause, as he has recorded, 
“she left no wire unpulled, no stone unturned, no cutlet uncooked.” 
After all, they were almost contemporaries; only 20 years stood be- 
tween them; and Lady Randolph, until the end of her life, was eter- 
nally young. Even in her later years, when I first knew her, she was 
a woman of great beauty and purposeful vivacity. She shared, she

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stimulated, and on occasions she controlled, the ambitions of her 
son. There have been only two women in Churchill’s life, his mother 
and his wife. 

From the age of 34 Winston Churchill was almost continuously 
in office until the age of 55; by the year 1929 he had occupied most 
of the important offices of state. Then followed a sudden and dra- 
matic reversal of fortune. Only a national disaster could silence the 
jealousies and fears of smaller men and bring him to the summit of 
power. On May 10, 1940 he became prime minister in the hour of 
his country’s direst peril. He was omnipotent and resolute; he was 
6 years of age. 

Even during the darkest years Churchill never entirely lost the 
affection of his countrymen; what he lost was their confidence. I re- 
member meeting him one afternoon in 1930 or 1931 as he was walk- 
ing across the Horse Guards Parade in London. We were going in the 
same direction, and we fell into step. I was considering entering poli- 
tics at that period, and he eacnedicas against the disappointments 
ofa parliamentary career and the fickleness of public opinion. “Here 
Tam,” he said, “after almost 30 years in the House of Commons, 
after holding many of the highest offices of state, here I am—dis- 
carded, cast away, marooned, rejected and disliked.” We had turned 
into St. James’s Park and a atone: who was sweeping up the dead 
leaves raised his hat and quietly uttered the unexpected words, 
“Good old Winnie!” Churchill grinned. “The British public,” he 
said, “is a curious animal. It relishes the familiar. When it has con- 
sistently disliked a man for 30 years he becomes a familiar object of 
abuse. And as such, ‘Good old Winnie.’ ” It was not with scorn that 
he repeated the last three words; he was touched by the episode and 
comforted. Yet assuredly, during that period from 1930 to 1940, he 
had lost the confidence of his countrymen. How is this misfortune to 
be explained? 

Partly it is owing to the impact of his temperament upon the 
British Teaanal character. The British, except in moments of dan- 
ger, area lethargic race; they do not care for stimulants, they prefer 
sedatives. They are distrustful of brilliance, they feel more at their 
ease with what they call “sound common sense.” Their optimism, 
which in a crisis becomes a source of strength, degenerates in neu- 
tral periods into an ardent desire to believe that nothing unpleas- 
ant is likely to occur. Their motto then is “safety first.” Churchill 
has never believed that safety is the highest aim of human endeavor. 

Great Britain, between the two wars, hankered after repose. 
Churchill's habit of interfering with everything, and everybody; o 
foreseeing dangers and pointing them out with trenchant lucidity; 
of not letting well alone; of always wanting, in his tiresome restless 
way, to learn things at first hand; of exposing the futility of a pol- 
icy of “safety first’”—this inveterate habit filled the timid and the 
slothful with irritated disquiet. “He is an adventurer,” wrote Philip 
Snowden. “A soldier of fortune. An escapade has an irresistible fas- 
cination for him.” “Before all things,” wrote H. G. Wells acidh 
“he desires a dramatic world with villains and one hero.” “We all,” 
an early friend of his once said to me, “have our daydreams. Win- 
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ston’s daydream is to be prime minister of England in a very dan- 
r.”” Few daydreams have been realized with such stark 


fact the heroic manner. He is aman of the Renais- 
sance, an Elizabethan. Such tempestuous energy accorded ill with 
the England of George V and George VI. I am not suggesting that 
Churchill is anything but essentially, superbly and strenuously 
h. In fact, he embodies and enhances all the finer qualities 
ossess. But in the years between 1930 and 1940 our 
finer qualities had been submerged. The disquiet—the sometimes 
guilty disquiet—which his courage and perspicacity aroused was 
increased by two more practical causes. He had been associated 
during his career with a series of failures. And he persisted, in sea- 
son and out of season, in speaking his mind. a 

Most people, I suppose, would regard Winston Churchill as a for- 
tunate man. He has faced great dangers, he has often been in peril 
of his life, he has suffered serious illnesses; yet at the age of 73 he is 
still bursting with vitality and force. He has by his own efforts se- 
cured for himself an abiding place in history and in the affections 
of his countrymen. He has with triumphant success discharged 
tremendous responsibilities; nothing can take from him his vast 
achievement. He has been blessed in his domestic life with endur- 
ing peace and happiness. He has enjoyed the excitement of enter- 
prise, the satisfaction of sport and travel, the solaces of literature 
and art. If there is any meaning in the phrase “‘a full life’ then as- 
suredly it has been his. 

Yet in spite of these advantages and achievements he has been 
dogged throughout his years by a demon of ill luck. Again and again 
have his conceptions shown imagination, foresight and intuition; 
but when they failed, owing to the hesitations of those charged with 
their execution, it was Churchill, and not the admirals or the gen- 
erals, who was blamed. He was right in seeking in 1914 to save Ant- 
werp; we now know that in doing so he foiled the German dash upon 
the Channel ports; but at the time the failure of that forlorn hope 
was ascribed to Churchill's ignorance and impetuosity. He was 
right about the Dardanelles, right about naval warfare, right about 
the tanks, right about Ireland, right about Russia. When these proj- 
ects succeeded, it was the soldiers and sailors who gained the credit. 
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When they failed it was Churchill to whom was ascribed all blame. 
His very pugnacity earned him the reproach of being warlike; his 
superb daring was ascribed to recklessness. The speed of his intui- 
tion was dismissed as lack of judgment; the ardor of his energy was 
belittled as restless self-assertion. 

Had Churchill been a very patient, a more pliant or a more con- 
ciliatory man, he might more easily and more rapidly have regained 
the confidence of the nation. But he is not patient and he is not con- 
ciliatory. Nor is he a good judge of men. He is apt to mistake cour- 
age for ability and he is also apt to assume that a man who can state 
his thoughts eloquently and quickly must possess a superior intel- 
ligence. He admires vigor so passionately that he has been inclined 
to forget that a man can be both vigorous and a fool. Nor could one 
ascribe to Churchill any pliancy in his relations with his fellow mor- 
tals. Few men can be more genial or more courteous than Churchill 
when he is in the mood. But when he is not in the mood for conver- 
sation he will make no concession at all to social conventions; he 
will sit silent, hunched, sulky, sullen in his chair, indifferent to the 
embarrassment which his indifference causes. His dislike of all forms 
of timidity renders him unsympathetic to shyness; and he frequent- 
ly offends people without intention of offense. No—he cannot be 
accused of pliancy. 

The popular picture of Churchill as it was built up in the war 
years is a perfectly correct picture. The people cheered that indom- 
itable bowed figure as he algae through the wreckage of their 
towns; they noted the tears which coursed down his cheeks when 
he looked round upon their personal disasters; they were fortified 
by his resolute eyes and clenched features; and the familiar eccen- 
tricities of his manner—his odd clothes and hats, his fingers raised 
in the V-sign, his curious way of speaking, his strange coy smile— 
all these confirmed their affection. But it was not so in the 10 dark 
years of 1930 to 1940. They then saw in him only a discontented, 
sullen and discredited man; he made no effort at all to recapture 
their affections; he continued unswervingly to do unpopular things. 
He spoke his mind. 


“I am not afraid of this House” 


HEN the abdication crisis broke upon a shocked House of 

Commons, on Monday, Dec. 7, 1936 I was sitting one off Win- 
ston Churchill on the bench. Between us was a veteran parliamen- 
tarian, Sir George Lambert, who had been a friend of Churchill’s 
for some 30 years. It was known that the prime minister, Mr. Bald- 
win, was about to make a statement upon the abdication; it was 
known that Winston Churchill intended to oppose this statement. 
King Edward had asked for time; he had suggested that he should 
leave the country for a month or two so as to enable public opinion 
to recover from the first shock of revelation. The government, and 
the House of Commons, were opposed to delay; it was felt that a 
quick surgical operation was needed and that every week that 
passed would only serve to envenom the tragic situation. I could 
overhear Sir George Lambert begging Churchill not to speak. “As 
an old friend,” he begged, “‘I entreat you, Winston, I entreat you 
not to intervene. Cannot you feel the temper of the House? If you 
protest at this moment you will do yourself irreparable harm.” 
Churchill was sitting there hunched and sullen. He clenched his 
jaw. “I am not afraid of this House,” he muttered. “When I see 
my duty I speak out clearly.” Mr. Baldwin finished his statement 
and Churchill rose. The House greeted Churchill with a loud roar 
of “Sit down!” It was an ocean wave of disapproval. He staggered 
for an instant at this unexpected outburst and made vague circular 
movements with the spectacles in his hand. And then once again he 
set his jaw in a pugnacious grip. “If,” he hissed in a lull in the up- 
roar, “the House resists my claim [to speak] it will only add more 
importance to any words that I may * There was a hush at that. 
And then he asked the prime minister in quiet tones whether he 
would give the House an opportunity for discussing constitu- 
tional aspects of the Le before any irrevocable decision was 
made. No answer was forthcoming and a few minutes later Church- 
ill stgode out of the Chamber, “flushed,” as I noted in my diary at 
the time, “and with a look of thunder on his face.” 

Such interventions in a distressed House of Commons, and on be- 
half of a lost cause, do not make for popularity. But there was worse 
to come. Ever since 1932 Churchill had been warning the country 
and the world against the dangers of German rearmament. Before 
the Nazis came to power he had urged the government to reconsider 
German grievances “in a calm atmosphere and while the victor na- 
tions still have ample superiority.” After 1933 he repeatedly warned 
us that the Nazis were building up the strength of their air force 
and their armored divisions. But the country as a whole yearned

And then, in the early autumn of 1938, came the Munich crisi 
On the morning after ye full terms of that disgraceful surrender 
had been published I was asked by Churchill to come and see him 
in his flat. He wanted to know what was the diplomatic import of 
the arrangements under which the progressive evacuation of the 
several zones of Czechoslovakia was to be supervised by a commis- 
sion of the ambassadors in Berlin. I said that these arrangements 
were in fact quite meaningless. Lord Cecil, who was present, agreed 
with that diagnosis. “I do not know what you feel,” Lord Cecil 
said, “but I feel in despair.” Churchill leaned forward and his ey 
brows rose slightly. “Yes, Bob,” he almost hissed, “yes, I feel in 
despair unutterable, I feel 20 years younger.” I knew then that 
only Churchill could be our leader if war came. 

He will certainly go down to history as one of the great leaders 
of a people at war. He maintained and raised our spirit and he di- 

rected our campaigns. Upon him alone in those early days fell the 

responsibility for terrible decisions; the tragic decision to attack 
the French fleet at Mers-el-Kebir; the masterly decision to denude 
our own defenses in order to save the Suez Canal; the honorable 
decision to rob ourselves of a most needed victory in order to send 
help to stricken Greece. The story of his actions will be told by 
himself in the memoirs which are to be published in this magazine. 
It will be a superb story, superbly told. 

It would be a grave error to look upon Churchill as some Napole- 
onic figure, intoxicated by the lust of battle, disposing of armies with 
a quick movement of the pen. Certainly he loves a scrap; but with 
equal certainty he loathes slaughter. I saw him while the battle of 
Anzio hung in the balance and I saw him on the morning of D-day 
His face in those anxious hours was not the face of an insensitive war- 
rior; it was the visage of human anxiousness; it was utterly drained 
of blood. Nor are his decisions as immediate or impulsive as some 
have supposed; he will pace the room for hours séeking to make up 
his mind; his immense responsibilities were never lightly assumed; 
it was not lust of battle, it was a constant questioning of soul. 

Churchill again is regarded—and I feel rightly regarded—as 
among the great orators whom the English-speaking race have 
produced. Certainly I have never heard the words of any man— 
and I have listened to the foremost speakers of my time—have so 
compulsive an effect upon the human mind and heart. But he is 
not a natural orator. By hard work, by constant effort, by careful 
preparation, he has trained himself to speak supremely well. Out- 
spokenness, humanity, pride, exhortation, humor, invective, the 
grand manner, the simple or the picturesque—he has mastered 
all the intonations. But he has mastered them through his infinite 
capacity for taking trouble. Those famous phrases which in the 
dark years of the war echoed like thunder through the world were 
not sudden improvisations. They were carefully considered and 
rehearsed. Nor was he ever able—perhaps he never tried—to suit 
his stance and gestures to the magnitude of the words he used. He 
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CHURCHILL conrinueo 


would stand there at the box by the table, his arms hanging limp- 
ly beside him, his palms from time to time clasping his lower stom- 
ach, not seeking for a moment to match the elegance of his move- 
ment to the beauty of his phrase. Rarely would he raise his arm 
above the waist level. Only from time to time would he place his 
hands upon the box and lean forward toward the opposite benches. 
It was with this movement—and I can see him again as I write— 
that he uttered the tremendous words “If necessary for years. If 
necessary alone.” The great passage about “we shall fight on the 
beaches” was delivered with a most ungainly movement; at each 
sentence he bent his knees with a jerk. We always knew when some 
great phrase was going to be flung at us. Churchill in his war 
speeches would generally read from typed notes which lay upon 
the box in front of him. When a phrase approached which he had 
thought out at some other moment and kept for a parliamentary 
oration, he would take off his glasses and make circular move- 
ments with them in the air. The wonderful phrase about the air- 
men of the battle of Britain—“Never in the field of human con- 
flict was so much owed by so many to so few”—had occurred to 
him while driving back from London after visiting a distant air- 
field. He waved his spectacles at us when he said it. It aroused a 
murmur of wonder; we knew at once that we had heard one of the 
living sentences of all time. 

Like all great men, Churchill is simple. He is incapable of pose; 
he never puts on a manner which is not sincere. If he feels sulky, 
he looks sulky; if he feels ill-tempered, he is dreadfully ill-tempered; 
if he is amused, his whole face lights up with glee; if he is touched 
or sentimental he does not restrain the tears which flood his eyes; 
if he wants to be rude, he is very rude indeed. He loves good food, 
good wine, good company. Until his later middle life he was phy 
cally very active; he played polo until he was nearly 50 years of 
age. He has little time for reading, but his memory is so retentive 
that he remembers all that he has read. He has a low taste in 
music, being like myself one of those people who only really enjoy 
tunes. He has an amazing knowledge SL the comic songs of iy 
youth and on occasions he will quote them, and even 
with marked appropriateness. He much enjoys his own jokes, which 
are in truth frequent and most enjoyable. He dislikes the radio, es- 
thetes and people who pronounce foreign names or languages in an 
un-English sort of way. On one occasion I heard an unhappy briga- 
dier, recently returned from Africa, discoursing in his presence 
about the “battle of El Alamein.” Churchill was sullen. “Why,” 
he lunged out suddenly, “do you call it El’ Alamein. Like those 
asses who talk about ‘Le’ Havre. ‘Harver’ the name of the place 

At his home at Chartwell in Kent he is at his simplest. It is there 
that he dictates his memoirs, dressed strangely in a siren suit or 
dungarees, striding with his cigar up and down the room. It is 
there that one best feels the courtesy of this happy man and 
senses his simple, pervading devotion to his wife, his children and 
his grandchildren. And it is there, if you are lucky, that he will 
take you and show you—approaching gently, very gently—"‘Not- 
make-so-much-noise-you-fool”—a moorhen’s nest among the reeds,

This is centennial of the man who made America’s best-known statues 


Artists traditionally starve in garrets and die before the public begins to ap- 
preciate them. Last week a sculptor who gave this legend a happier twist was 
honored by New York’s Century Association, which celebrated the 100th 
anniversary of the birth of Augustus Saint-Gaudens, a former member and 
one of America’s most famous sculptors. 
Augustus Saint-Gaudens started out in 
the legendary manner. As a poor French- 
Irish boy in New York he cut tiny designs 
on cameos. He even scraped up enough 
money to get to Europe and starve in the 
garrets of Paris and Rome. But for the 
two decades before his death in 1907 he 
was rich and famous. He had a house in 
New York, another in Cornish, N.H., a 
private golf course, and he could ask and 
get $15,000 for a large medallion. His stat- 
ues soon stood in prominent places in the 
biggest cities—New York (General Sher- 
manand Admiral Farragut), Chicago (two 
Lincolns), Boston (Shaw Memorial) and 
Washington (the Adams Memorial). 
Saint-Gaudens’ great financial success 
was partly due to coincidence. As far as 
statuary was concerned, the last part of 
the 19th Century was a sellers’ market. 
Americans were feeling nationalistic after 
the Civil War and wanted to glorify their 


GENERAL SHERMAN, led by angel of victory, 
and 59th Street in New York.

heroes. They were also getting tired of the phony classicism of existing sculp- 
tors, who often dressed subjects in Roman togas. To this market Saint-Gaudens 
brought a style that was fresh, realistic and exciting. His human figures 
seemed peculiarly American. They were emotional but poised, lively but dig- 
nified, As they became popular, people be- 
gan to think of their heroes in terms of 
Saint-Gaudens’ versions of them. 

One of the most familiar pieces of Saint 
Gaudens’ work is the statue of General 
Sherman, which was erected in New York 
in 1903. Saint-Gaudens took 11 years to 
complete it. With his staff of assistants 
and molders he cast some parts of it five 
or six times, each time making small 
changes. For a model he used a famous 
horse named Ontario. For his principal he 
used General Sherman himself but com- 
plained that since the general insisted on 
looking him straight in the eye, he could 
never get a good profile. When his plaster 
casting was complete he sent it to Paris 
and won the Medel of Honor. Then he 
cast the statue in bronze and stood it in a 
field in New Hampshire while he planned 
more changes. When it was finally set 
up in New York a Southerner remarked, 
“Justlikea Yankee, letting the lady walk.”

The Tragedy of Hamlet was first presented at the Globe 
Theatre in London in 1602. Written for a great and brawl- 
ing age, it was rich with the ingredients of heroic drama 
—strident action, high-flown language, royal pageantry, 
a midnight ghost, a play within a play, a duel, a poisoned 
cup andeight tragic deaths. But richest of all was the char- 
acter of Hamlet himself, in which Shakespear ted the 
greatest part ever written. This enigmatic prince of Den- 
mark is a courageous man too civilized to plunge into the 
brutality of the world around him, He is constant in his 
desire to do the right thing but, in trying to do it, brings 
death to innocent and guilty alike and to himself. 

For three centuries scholars have argued their inter- 
pretations of the true character of Hamlet, who does not 
easily give his secret self away. But actors have never 
been stopped by doubts. The foremost players of history 
—Betterton, Garrick, Booth, Irving, John Barrymore— 
have found Hamlet the most difficult and desirable con- 
quest of all and the crowning glory of their 

Now the man whom many consider the best actor alive 
has brought Hamlet into the movies. In England, after a 
year’s preparation and production, Sir Laurence Olivier, 
with the backing of J. Arthur Rank, has finished filming 
Shakespeare's tragedy. It will be shown in London next 
month and shortly after in the U.S, Henry V, which Oliv- 
ier made in 1946, is the only film ever to do justice to the 
grandeur of Shakespeare. in Hamlet the combination of 
a dramatic masterpiece and a great actor at his peak is 
certain to be one of t vents. The film 
the most spectacular Hamlet ever produced. In these pic- 
tures, made during production, Lire takes advantage of 
this pictorial magnificence to tell the story of Hamlet. 

At the play’s beginning (preceding page) Hamlet en- 
counters the ghost of his royal father on the battlements 
of Elsinore Castle. The ghost unfolds a story of “murder 
most foul”: that he was killed by his brother Claudiu 
who then assumed the throne and married Hamlet's wid- 
owed mother. Ordered by the ghost to seek revenge, Ham- 
let is seized by—or feigns—a fit of madness during which 
hemaltreats his sweetheart Ophelia. Racked by his indeci- 
sion, hethinks suicidemay be the solution to his proble 
and, expressing his doubts in a soliloquy (p. 121), speaks 
the most famous single passage in all English literature.

Worry over jobs and housing 


replaces problems of jungle 


by Paut E. DEUTSCHMAN 


IE date was April 30, 1944. The patrol from the Green Com- 
bat Team, 5,307th Composite Unit (Provisional) —more pop- 
ularly known as Merrill’s Marauders—had been bivyouack- 

ing about 25 miles behind Japanese lines in northern Burma when 
the order came to start moving. The men dropped everything. Some 
had been shaving in muddy water, others bathing or cleaning their 
guns or writing letters which had little chance of being mailed for 
some time to come. The men were in the middle of a dangerous, 
four-month, thousand-mile journey to link up the Ledo Road with 
the old Burma Road to China. As they started down the dense, 
bamboo-thick trail to carry out a reconnaissance mission against a 
place called Senjo Ga, Lire’s photographer, Bernard Hoffman, took 
a picture of the first four men in the file. 

‘The picture (opposite) appeared in Lire and was later reprinted 
in newspapers throughout the U.S. It was a crucial time in the war 
and these men were part of the tide that was about to turn. In the 
minds of many people at home the photograph came to symbolize 
the weary, inching, jungle-rotten struggle in far-off places. 

Recently I went to visit these four men to find out what hap- 
pened to them. The fearless-looking lieutenant in the lead is Ken- 
neth Brattlof, who now lives in Cloquet, Minn. The intense, w: 
eyed jungle fighter behind him is Anthony Callisto of Solvay, N.Y. 
The third man is Sidney Block of Philadelphia, Pa. The fourth 
man is also a Philadelphian, Harry Brabazon. 

Brabazon, now 31, lives in a district of markets and wholesale 
houses, spotted everywhere with rotting vegetables and fruits and 
reeking with the dirty salt smell of the nearby waterfront. No. 814, 
which I had as his address, is a grimy frame house, its sides gray 
with dirt. To its right, along an alley choked with open garbage 
cans, are five furtive little houses. The first house was Brabazon’s. 

Harry Brabazon, 5 feet 7/4 inches, a solid 160 pounds, dressed 
in soiled Army suntans, his hair reddish-blond, his nose high- 
bridged, was drinking beer with two of his brothe 

“What does your magazine want from Harry? 
brother Jim, a beefy guy of about 28. 

“Tm a hero,” Harry said. “I told you, didn’t I?” He had just 
come in himself a few moments before. 

‘The room was very dark. There was a single window opening on 
the alleyway, but its panes were broken and a kind of black sheet- 
ing kept out the wind and rain. Brabazon tried to excuse the ap- 
pearance of the house. 

“My wife went to her mother’s last night when I didn’t get 
home.” 

Jim laughed. “Harry works nights. He’s a stevedore, like us.” 

"T may as well tell you,” Harry confessed, “I ain’t been home 
three nights. Can’t blame the kid for not sticking around.” He

walked over to the gas stove in the corner. There was a frying pan 
full of cold fried meat. “Gosh,” he said, touched. “She even had a 
hot supper waitin’ for me one night, Chili con carne. 

Then he settled down to talk. “I met Betty on a 10-day pass in 
December 1945 after I'd been back from overseas a year. She was 
only 17 and had just quit school to go to work for a drug company. 
She was a friend of John’s wife.” He nodded toward his older broth- 
er, who had found an accordion and was trying to squeeze out a 
tune. 

“We got married in August 1946, after I'd been out six months. 
We couldn’t afford a honeymoon. Just had a reception at my broth- 
er Charlie’s house. I had nine brothers and five sisters, but one of 
each is dead. My mother’s dead too. She was Dutch—brought up 
as Protestant. My old man’s Irish. He’s still alive, lives with my 
brother Mike. Brabazon—ain’t that a helluva name for an Irish- 
man! It’s Spanish. I guess lots of Irish got Spanish names. 

“When | got back from overseas I spent my 21-day furlough 
working as a stevedore. After the furlough I went AWOL for a 
couple of weeks to keep working. 

“f wanted to work along the shore when I got out too, but the 
union wouldn’t take in new members, even vets. It’s the same old 
jump-around. You try to do something but you never get a break. 
Before the war I was a truck driver, but I lost out on account of 
drinking. Made 40 bucks a week—50 most weeks, with over- 
time. But I never saved a cent. Used to bank my dough in saloons. 

“When I got out I had exactly $149 to my name the Army gave 
me. I got myself a temporary work card and started hanging around 
the teamsters’ union hall, pickin’ up odd jobs—mostly hauling 
beer. I can lift 350 pounds off the ground and it wasn’t hard getting 
jobs but, hell, most of them paid only 30 bucks a week! The 52- 
20 Club’s better’n that!” 

Had he taken any veterans’ unemployment checks? 

“Sure! Twenty-seven so far. I'll be running out soon, huh? 
After driving a truck awhile I started hanging around stevedore- 
hires again. You can make good dough, $1.75 an hour. But you 
can’t tell from one day to the next if you'll be working. Last week 
T made $74. My average is about $66. 

“Someday I’m gonna buy a home, not live in a dump like this. 
I'm gonna save enough dough to put down a down payment and 
buy me a house through the Veterans Administration.” 

“You better figure first on some way of getting Betty back from 
her mother’s,” John advised, laying down his accordion. 

“My wife don’t like the guys coming around here drinking. We 
have to soft-pedal it when she’s around. I tell you, she’s too good 
for me.” 


19-year-old wife Betty (right) recently went home to her mother, did not go 
back to Harry until he pulled himself together, found a decent place to live. 


He picked up the photograph, which I had brought along. “They 
were a great outlit,” he said thoughtfully. 

asked him if he ever saw Block (the man in front of him in the 
photograph), who also lives in Philadelphia. 

“None of the guys in the picture were good friends of mine. We 
just happened to be together when your boy, Hoffman, came 
around.” 

You might expect a great spirit of camaraderie to have been 
carried over into civilian life among the Four Marauders because 
they had appeared together in a famous war photograph. Actually 
the opponits is true. They do not write to one another, have never 
once thought of holding a reunion, and each of them is singularly 
uninterested in what the others are doing as civilians. They be- 
have, in fact, as if the war had ended several centuries ago. 

Since my first meeting with Brabazon things have begun to look 
up. He and his 19-year-old wife Betty have moved to a neat two- 
room apartment at 308 Porter St. This move came as a direct re- 
sult of Betty’s determination to get away from the unhealthy at- 
mosphere and environment of the dreary waterfront slum’ and 
settle in a respectable neighborhood.

om Brock, now 24, 6 feet tall, 143 pounds, with a thin 
bony face and dark curly hair is the only one of the Four 
Marauders whose employer and fellow employes do not know, at 
least vaguely, that they have some kind of war hero in their midst. 

When I saw Block he was in bed with the mumps, a child’s 
disease that embarrassed him somewhat because, although the 
youngest of the Four Marauders, he has perhaps a greater sense of 
responsibility than the others. He has a larger family (a wife, Betty, 
24, and two sons, Sidney Jr., 22 months, and David, 8 months). 
Moreover he has had to look after himself since he was 14 and this, 
coupled with the fact that he went to war at 18, has made him seri- 
ous about everything—except the way he met Betty. 

“That was funny,” he said. ‘I was assigned to Edgewood Arse- 
nal in Maryland after I got back to the States. I had malaria 8 or 10 
times, and every time they threw me into the station hospital. Betty 
was a Wac, a corporal lab technician. She made blood tests. The 
first time I saw her, she walked up, jabbed a needle into my finger 
and sucked my blood into a tube. 

“One thing led to another and we were married Dec. 31, 1945 at 
her home in Rutledge, near Swarthmore. She’s Presbyterian. I'm 
Jewish. Her home-town minister married us. I had been out of the 
Army since July but they wouldn’t let her out. Lab technicians were 
‘essential’ they said.”

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SIDNEY BLOCK of Philadelphia married his wife Betty after his discharge 
but while she was still in the WAC. He is now assistant manager of a shoe store. 
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in. “Every Saturday afternoon I’d get a weekend pass and rush 
over to Philly, where Sid was staying with his aunt. Finally I got 
out in February because of Sidney Jr., who was going to be born in 
August. We lived with an aunt of mine in Swarthmore, right across 
from the éollege.” 

Block let his wife = e his pillow. “After two months we 
moved to. town,” he said. e had three rooms and what they 
called a ‘semiprivate bath.’ Ten people used it. Then we heard that 
a three-room apartment was supposed to have a private bath. But 
the landlord wouldn’t give us one. We set the Board of Health on 
his tail. That made him mad and he tried to get us out of our third 
room by fooling around with the gas—turning it on and off. Once 
it made the baby so groggy we swore out a warrant for his arrest. 

“Finally we found this house near Germantown Road. It has five 
rooms and cost only $3,000. We had $600 saved up and $1,000 in 
bonds and an aunt of Betty’s loaned us the rest. Another aunt of 
hers died and we got her rugs, vacuum cleaner and refrigerator. 
This may not be exactly what we want, but it’s a roof over our 
heads in case of a depression and if we find anything better, we can 
sell it. My old job? No, I didn’t touch my old job. It was with How- 
ard Clothes, making vests in their factory. I wanted something 
more healthful. I have a 50% disability from all that malaria. 

“My first job was temporary—three weeks at Gimbel Brothers 
edling sportswear. Then I heard‘Fhom McAn down the street need- 
oe salesman. I started there September 1945 as third sales- 
man at $34.a week plus commission. I still do some selling, but now 
I'm assistant manager. I’ve had a couple of raises and make at least 
$50 a week. I like selling, meeting the public. Once I got an infected 
hand from a lady’s dirty foot, but that’s part of the game. I'd give 
my right arm to be able to go to school and study business adminis- 
tration. I had to quit Overbrook High after only three months 
when I was a kid, No, I haven’t joined the 52-20 Club—not yet. I 
thought about joining a veterans’ organization—but I always had 
too much else to do. Betty doesn’t go for that stuff, though.” 

“T had enough of the Army,” Betty said. 

“If ever got into the Army again,” Sidney Block said, “I’d want 
the same guys on the right and left of me. You can’t beat the Ma- 
rauders for an outfit.” 


Callisto wants a house 


Te most ex-GIs Anthony Callisto, 25, the man in front of Block 
in the photograph, is an easily recognizable type. He is the kid 
who did his growing-up in the Army. 

If not for the war Callisto would be swinging around corners in 
his home town of Solvay, N.Y. (pop. 8,201, near Syracuse) in an 
old Ford, decorated with witty high-school sayings. Instead he 
showed his adolescence in other ways—by getting mixed up with a 
girl in Trinidad and going AWOL for three weeks, by volunteering

When he left Solvay people remembered him as a shy kid. The 
next time they saw him, after his return from overseas, he was 
skidding by on a fast motorcycle, whistling at the girls, 

“I was stationed in New Jersey,” he said. “Boy, did the gi 
that motorcycle! I played the New York-Philadelph 
cuit, mostly. I had four accidents, just little ones.” 

When he came back to Solvay for good, in October 1945, he 
used his $900 savings to buy a “38 Studebaker. One night a drunk 
stepped out in front of him and got hit. People decided that the 
Army had made Cal wild. 

Everybody was very conscious of “war nerves” in those days. 
They felt Callisto had every right to have them—"“after what he 
had been through in the Marauders”—and they looked carefully 
for telltale signs. 

Once he overheard a strange woman boasting about her son’s 
war record. He went up to her and on better keep quiet 
about war records. I was in Merrill’s Marauders!” Another time, at 
a party in Corning, his stepfather noticed Cal was sitting on a couch 
between two girls, not saying a word, and he made a harmless re- 
mark.

He was very unhappy—about having no friend 
widebonthie uanich “going weak because of Army 
he met Edith Delperuto, 20, a tall, pretty, dark-haired girl. The 
neighbors—largely Italian-Americans like the Callistos and Del- 
perutos—feel that Edith is responsible for straightening the war 
kinks out of Cal’s system. 

One night as Cal, Edith and I were sitting in the Spot Grill, an 
old hangout of Cal’s, he said, “Edith changed my mind about a lot 
of things. On June 22, 1946, her birthday, I gave her an engage- 
ment ring I had bought in New York before getting out of the Army. 
I bought it for $120. Figured it might come in handy someday.” 

Cal was driving a cab and Edith was working in the Unit Control 
Office at Witherill’s department store in Syracuse. She said some- 
thing about going to work in a factory because it paid better, but 
Cal wouldn’t hear of it. “What? And lower her standards after 
working in an office! I’d break her head!” 

A month later, in May 1947, both of them went to work for the 
Onondaga Pottery Company in Syracuse—Fdith as a paster and 
decorator, and Cal as a kiln operator averaging $55 to $60 a week. 
Since their marriage Edith has gone back to office work in the Syra- 
cuse Trust Company.

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messing things up for me—but not anymore. When I first got out, 
I worked at the Solvay Company in the baking-soda department. 
But the doctor told me to quit because the fumes were bad for my 
stomach. Then I worked as a moldmaker at Stanton Foundry, but 
the gas coming up from the hot iron after the mold was poured 
bothered my stomach too. I stayed home a couple of weeks and got

That night I got phone calls from all kinds of people I didn't even 
know who seen the picture and found out somehow I was An- 
thony’s mother.

He says that if he had it to do all over—volunteer in 
Trinidad for a “dangerous mission” —he’d still volunteer. 


Brattlof longs for adventure 


\ Trinidad, Callisto’s lieutenant, Kenneth Brattlof, volunteered 

for the Marauders also and became the platoon leader in the 
photograph. Today Brattlof is 39 years old, a solid Minnesota 
Swede, 5 feet 8 inches tall, with a red-faced outdoor look and thin 
brown hair balding on top. 

He looked a great deal different when he came home to Cloquet 
(near Duluth) two days before Christmas 1944, In Burma, be- 
tween the time the photograph was taken and the Marauders 
emerged at Myitkyina, his weight had dropped to 108 pounds, his 
once-blond hair had turned brown, he had had malaria and jungle 
rot and had been deafened for three weeks by an exploding bomb 
which killed two men alongside him. 

The day Brattlof returned, his wife Lorraine (“Rainy”), 29, a 
shorter and brown-haired Ingrid Bergman type, was downtown 
shopping when she was called to the phone. 

It was Carl Bruno, Ken’s brother-in-law speaking. “Go down to 
Scanlon Junction and pick up your old man.” 

Tt was a typical, thick-frosted Minnesota day and, Rainy says, 
“Kenny came out of the train looking like a skinned rabbit. On the 
way home the car broke down and we were stuck for three hours in 
the snow. Kenny just sat there and shivered. He froze all Christmas 
week—after the jungle. He'd keep the temperature in the living 
room up to 85, wrap a blanket around himself and sit and shiver.” 

Ken found himself a celebrity throughout the Duluth area be- 
cause of the photograph. He was asked to deliver 87 lectures on his 
war experiences. The souvenirs he had sent back home—the table- 
cloths from China, swagger sticks of axbreaker wood, two knives 
with the blood still crusted on (which Rainy later made him clean) 
—were exhibited at the First National Bank, the V.F.W. (where he 
was secretary), the Minnesota Power and Light Company (where 
he works) and the Presbyterian Church (he is Presbyterian but 
Rainy is Catholic, and they were married by a Catholic chaplain-at 
Fort Shelby, Miss. on July 18, 1942). 

“When I got out,” he said, “Rainy and I went to Chicago for 
three days. Then I took off 30 days, went on six-, seven- and eight- 
mile hikes every day—sometimes with Rainy, sometimes alone. I

“Tt will be one-and-a-half stories, Colonial style,” Ken said,

Ken Brattlof thinks of himself as an “average American.” He is a 
Boy Scout master, belongs to the Eagles and the V.F.W. He is a 
born trader, collects stamps and antiques, likes to hunt and fish and 
even writes letters to the editor and has had his poems published in 
the “Open Court” column of the Duluth Herald. 

He still enjoys talking about the war. His friends, his family and 
his 38 Boy Scouts all listen respectfully as he tells about the Indian 
rope trick, the jungle snakes and the road blocks in Burma. His wife 
has kept a scrapbook since the first day he entered the Army, and 
in it the picture of the Four Marauders is given the greatest promi- 
nence. There are framed copies all over the house too—in their bed- 
room, dining room and on the living-room wall, alongside the stairs. 

Sometimes, looking at these pictures and thinking back to the 
exciting days in Burma, Ken feels life in Cloquet may be a little too 
tame. Then he rereads the old clippings about Burma and studies 
his creased travel folders on Alaska and talks vaguely about going to 
live among the Dyak head-hunters or the Eskimos to gather ma- 
terial for a series of lectures. 

But Rainy, his wife, lets him talk—and keeps on making plans 
for the house they're going to build. 
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“Probably not, but sometimes as many as 50% 
of the people who come to us for treatment 
have emotional as well as physical difficulties. 
Today it is recognized that anxiety, worry, and 
restlessness are on the increase; that they keep 
many people from feeling well; that often they 
result in physical disorders; that ‘emotional’ 
symptoms are nevertheless real. 

Knowing that these illnesses require as 
much understanding as any other kind, we are 
devoting more thought and time to them. Pa- 
tients are encouraged to unburden themselves: 
to talk frankly about their difficulties and con- 
flicts, That's a first step in getting well. 

We find it helps people to learn that anyone 
who is under strain or tension can develop an 
emotional disorder and that such illnesses may 
be as real, and often as hard to bear, as those 
with physical causes. Encouraged today by in- 
terested and sympathetic medical help, many 
people discuss their troubles more readily. It’s 
remarkable how much better they feel and 


how many symptoms are relieved this way.”

3,900-YEAR-OLD TABLET IS OPENED 


To protect their legal contracts, Babylonians enclosed them in clay 
envelopes. Then they wrote the contract again on the envelope. When 
disagreementarose, the envelope could be broken and compared with the 
tablet inside to sec if there had been any tampering. The pictures on 
this page show how Professor Stephens broke a 3,500-year-old enve- 
lope to translate its inner tablet. The tablet read, “Apil-Sin the older 
brother, and Irra-igmil the younger brother, are the children of Mana 
tum and Urziedina, If Urziedina to Manatum, his wife, ‘Thou art not my 
wife’ shall say, Urziedina shall forfeit the house and the children. If 
Apil-Sin and Irra-igmil to Manatum their mother shall say, "Thou art 
not my mother,’ for silver she shall sell them.” The announcement 
that the boys are children of the couple is the Babylonian formula 
for adoption. To proclaim legally “Thou art not my wife” is the 
method of divorce, Apparently this strangely unilateral agreement 
worked out well, as the envelope remained unbroken for 3,500 years. 


WRITING IN BABYLONIAN, the professor studies cuneiform impressions 
with magnifying glass, transcribes them into phonetic syllables for translation.
